ITALY.
Garibaldi's Address to the Electors of
Oxleri,

Garibaldi, who some mouihs ago resigaed his
seat a6 4 member or the Itahwo Chamber, has
just been reeclected by the town of Ozed, in
Sardinia. In the address of thunks which he
hne sent lo the eleciors, and which is dated
Caprers, December 24, he eays he finds himselt
strangely embarraseed botw een his affection for
the prople aud bis repugnance to approsoh a
government which, to use the expression
cmployed by a distingoisbed Englishman
towards that of Naples in 1860, may be cilled
the *negution of God,” He and his friends,
he adds, althovgh republicans, accepted toe
monarchy in good faith, and ouly asked that
i :houid ameliorute the condilion of the
people and mawntaiu Its digoity towards o'her
putions, and destroy the *vampire" by whicn
Italy hus been lor ages oppressed. Guaribaldl
goes on to gay that he does not like bitter words,
aud that he shonld have respected any Govern-
went whatever which did goud; but lie denies
that the Government of Italy cau do anythiog
but commit exactions, eqnander the substance
of the people, nnd become the sgent of uforetgn

wer. He then reters to the expedition against
tome which was termiy ated by the disaster of
Montara, and maintamns that the disaster was
¢ntirely brought aboat by the treacoery of the
Inalian” Government. Iu conclusion Garibaldi
says that be aceepts the office 1o which he has
been elected, not because ol tae personusl invio-
inbility which it confers—for hiz constituente
kuow bow that is respected In Italy—but be-
cause of his affection for the people, whom he
pnderigkes to serve, “'badly perbaps.” but sull
